I don't think the businesses real¬ 
ized how much impact this would 
have," said Pizzicarola. 

Signs have been placed in the area 
and on front entrances of businesses 
in the area, saying the road is "open 
for business" and Pizzicarola said this 
has helped... but not enough. 

"We really need local support. 
People need top come out and sup¬ 
port local businesses," he said. 

Pizzicarola admits the next few 
months are going to be tough, but he 
is definitely looking forward to what 
the finished project will look like and 
the benefits it will provide. 

"It's going to be a very nice 
streetscape all around... but we need 
to get through this first." 

Heather Bauer, owner of the 
Boutique Movie Theatre, said busi¬ 
ness has been strong since opening in 
December of last year, but once the 
construction started... things have 
taken a turn for the worse. 

She estimates since ground was 
broken directly in front of her busi¬ 
ness that the amount of people com¬ 
ing in for a screening has declined by 
about 70 per cent. 

She attributes this to how most 
people who come to her theatre for a 
show often rely on seeing the listings 
in her storefront as they stroll down 


Ridge Road. Since the road has been 
torn apart... this trend has stopped. 

"People just aren't walking by," she 
said. 

She feels people don't want to 
make an extra effort to use one of the 
many parking areas that have been 
designated throughout the construc¬ 
tion process and would rather spend 
their money at establishments that 
don't have a multi-million dollar 
project taking place a few strides 
from their storefront. 

"It's not convenient to come down¬ 
town, so people just shop everywhere 
else," said Bauer. 

Deanna Spencer-Walker, owner of 
Revival Salon agrees she hasn't been 
noticing as much of a decline 
because her business revolves 
around appointments and not impul¬ 
sive shopping like most of the other 
stores in the downtown core of 
Ridgeway. 

She is satisfied with the amount of 
co-operation she has seen between 
the Town, Beam Excavating and store 
owners during this time and is sure it 
will continue until the project is com¬ 
plete. 

"We're staying as positive as possi¬ 
ble," she said. 

There are a handful of areas where 
parking is permitted such as behind 
the Ridgeway IDA and next to the 
Friendship Trail, beside J.K. Katts.

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Council takes another step with Crystal Beach Gateway Project 


Land purchase 
^and community 
benefit agree- 


green light by local 
politicians 


The Town of Fort Erie 
continues to proceed in its 
private-public partnership 
with the Molinaro Group. 

On Monday night, local 
politicians met in closed 
session to discuss reports 
and by-laws about entering 
into a community benefits 
agreement and an agree¬ 
ment of purchase and sale 
for the lands to be devel¬ 
oped in the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project, a plan to 
build a 12-storey condo¬ 
minium on the south side of 
Erie Road. 

Council discussed the 
agenda behind closed 
doors for about an hour and 
a half, before continuing the 
debate in open session in 
front of a few dozen audi¬ 
ence members. The meet¬ 
ing was a continuation of 
the closed session meeting 


that was held on May 25 
when both reports and by¬ 
laws were tabled until this 
Monday when they were 
approved, with councillors 
Ann-Marie Noyes and Bob 
Steckley voting against 

The community benefit 
agreement details a list of 
improvements and costs to 
be endured by the 
Burlington-based develop¬ 
ers, totaling $3,450,000, 
according to the staff report 
approved on Monday night. 
Some of the amenities 
include a community pavil¬ 
ion, an outdoor podium, 
open space improvements, 
road reconstruction and 


The agreement of pur¬ 
chase and sale allows for 
the 0.589 hectares of land, 
appraised at $2,700,000, to 
be transferred into the 
hands of the Molinaro 
Group once the agreement 
is executed. The Town will 
not receive any cash in this 
transaction, as the purchase 
price will be paid by the in- 
kind provisions of the initia¬ 
tives listed in the communi¬ 
ty benefit agreement, 
according to the staff 

Once executed by both 


the Town and the Molinaro 
Group, the agreement of 
purchase and sale is a bind¬ 
ing legal agreement to 
transfer the ownership of 
the property. However, the 
completion of the transac¬ 
tion is conditional on three 
things taking place first. If 
the by-law for the land pur¬ 
chase agreement is amend¬ 
ed after an appeal through 
the Ontario Municipal 
Board or any other legal set¬ 
ting, either party can termi¬ 
nate the agreement if not 
satisfied with the outcome. 
The transaction moving 
ahead will also be deter¬ 
mined by whether or not 
the ministry of natural 
resources issues a permit 
pursuant to the endangered 
species act with conditions 
deemed acceptable by both 
parties by the end of 2012. 
The execution of the com¬ 
munity benefit agreement 
also needs to take place 
before the land purchase 
agreement can move ahead. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley, along with Ward 6 
Coun. Ann-Marie Noyes 
have vocalized their con- 
about the scope of this 
project since it was first 
brought to the table. 

Not only have these two 


local politicians expressed 
their opposition to the 
development, so have many 
community members and 
delegates at council meet¬ 
ings since the process 
began. 

"The public has been 
overwhelmingly opposed to 
it," said Steckley on 
Tuesday. 

He says this feeling is 
consistent throughout the 
community and doesn't see 
any truth in people saying 
that there is a large demo¬ 
graphic of individuals who 
are supportive of the project 
that simply aren't making 
their opinions known in a 
public forum. 

"I'm sure there are those 
that are in favour of it... but I 
believe they're the small 
minority, not the silent 
majority," he added. 

He continued by saying 
the current council, respon¬ 
sible for moving ahead with 


this development, will go 
down in history as being a 
government that did not lis¬ 
ten to its constituents and 
gave away prime waterfront 
land to a developer. 

"I'm disappointed I will 
be remembered as a mem¬ 
ber of the council that sold 
Bay Beach, even though I 
voted against it," said 
Steckley. 

On Tuesday, mayor Doug 
Martin took exception to 
comments about the local 
government giving away or 
selling the lands and even¬ 
tually limiting public 

"That's one of my biggest 
concerns with this... we 
have not sold Bay Beach 
and I think that's being pro¬ 
moted out there by those in 
opposition," he said. 

Martin pointed out that 
86 per cent of the land pur¬ 
chased by the Town from 
the Rebstock family in 2001 


for $2.05 million will stiff 
remain in public hands and 
the remaining 14 per cent 
has only been handed over 
to the developer. 

"The only portion being 
transferred is the exact foot¬ 
print of the building itself," 
said Martin. 

When the land was 
acquired nine years ago, it 
was the council of the day's 
intention to make a pur¬ 
chase that would allow for a 
favourable return on invest¬ 
ment further down the 
road. He feels the difference 
between the $3,450,000 in 
amenities to be paid for by 
the Molinaro Group and the 
amount the land was pur¬ 
chased for, all works out as 
planned. 

"That's what they were 
planning on doing," he said. 

"We're not taking any¬ 
thing away, we're adding to 
the experience that is 
already there."

Ridgeway... as it clearly has 
been already. 

This week's front page 
story highlights some of 
the trials and tribulations 
business owners in the 
downtown shopping dis¬ 
trict of Ridgeway will have 


to tolerate for the next few 
months and in order to 
make it a tittle easier for 
them, the local community 
needs to step up and spend 
some money in the area. 

It's reached the point of 
desperation already, and 
construction only began a 
tittle over a month ago. 

I met with the chair of 
the Ridgeway Business 
Improvement Area (BIA) 
on Thesday, along with 
another business owner to 
discuss how this elaborate 
project has affected them 
and neighbouring busi¬ 
nesses... and it definitely 
isn't positive.

Yes, it's difficult to find a 
spot on the side of the 
road... but there are several 
businesses that are work¬ 
ing together to provide a 
temporary solution. You 
are able to park behind the 
Ridgeway IDA, along with 
a few other spots in the 

This is a true sign of how 
well entrepreneurs are 
working with one another, 
when essentially they all 


compete for business. 
They're like one big happy 
family who wishes nothing 
but success for everyone 
affected by the construc¬ 
tion project. 

In my interviews with 
the BIA chair and two 
other proprietors, I also 
found it to be special that 
none of them were com¬ 
plaining about the situa¬ 
tion, saying the work isn't 
necessary or that they 
should have picked a dif¬ 
ferent time of year to do 
this work. They all under¬ 
stand that the improve¬ 
ments are made possible 
by government stimulus 
funding that needs to be 
spent by the end of the 


year and that's why this 
challenge is being endured 
during their busiest season. 

Everyone I spoke to is 
excited about what the fin¬ 
ished product will look like 
and agree once completed 
it will provide many bene¬ 
fits to the area. 

So, for the time being, 
support local businesses 
everywhere in Greater 
Fort Erie but especially in 
the Ridgeway area.
